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EMBARRASSMENT OF RICHES 
Sometimes when a politician is busy tick 
ing off his own party ’s virtues he say s 
“ Why , we have a score or more of men 
who would make good presidential can­ 
didates.” 
As in other fields, however, in politics 
there is such as an embarrassment of 
riches. This is a difficulty that may be said 
to be afilicting the Democratic party today 
as it looks ahead to the 1960 presidential 
race. 
Quite a few names are entered in the 
early season book: Sen. John F. Kennedy 
of Massachusetts, Gov. Robert Mey ner of 
New Jersey , Sen. Ly ndon Johnson of Texas, 
Sen. Stuart Sy mington of Missouri, Gov. 
Mennen Williams of Michigan. 
Even those sturdy entries in former cam­ 
paigns, Adlai Stevenson and Sen. Estes Ke- 
fauver, are not quite put bey ond the pale 
in the warm-up talk. 
Of those listed, Kennedy is currently the 
majority choice of the Democratic rank 
and tile sampled in opinion polls. Kefauver, 
whose name seems to have registered on 
the public mind like a washing machine 
label, stands second even though he twice 
has tried and lost the nomination. 
Leading party powers in key states, 
though, have evidently not made a prelim­ 
inary selection. They toss out many names 
for study . And this multiplicity of can­ 
didates effectively blocks, at this stage, a 
serious build-up for any man. 
Admittedly it is still early . 
Any body 
whose head showed above the pack today 
might have to take some heavy fire. Even 
Stevenson, who appeared to be all alone in 
the early 1956 figuring, encountered unex­ 
pected battle from a tireless Kefauver. 
Yet it isn’t too soon for a serious candi­ 
date to cultivate quietly the real sources 
of strength—the big state leaders who con­ 
trol or influence the huge delegations which 
can exert decisive effect even before a con-! 
vention begins. 
Without that early groundwork, a can- j 
didate could awake a y ear hence and find 
j 
that the nomination parade already has! 
passed by , though the decision still would

W hen one realizes, for instance, that in 1957 
the F ederal g overnm ent took out of N ew York 
S tg te, $ 15,000,000,000 and put back into the state, 
$ 28 9 ,000.000, it is truly a frig htening situation.

W ay back in 191Q, Sen ator H arry F. B y rd’s 
father, R ichard E. By rd, Speaker of the H ouse of 
D eleg ates of V irg inia, opposed the incom e tax and 
the S tate of V irg inia did not ratify the Sixteen th 
A m endm ent. Speaker By rd, w ith rare prophetic 
vision, loresaw w hat this tax w ould do and w hat 
he then said has com e to happen. H e said: 
“ It 
(th e 16th A m endm ent) 
m eans that the 
state m ust g ive up a leg itim ate and long estab ­ 
lished source of revenue and y ield it to the F ed ­ 
eral g overnm ent. 
"It m eans that the state actu ally invites the 
F ederal g overnm ent to invade its territory , to 
oust its jurisdiction and to establish F ederal do­ 
m inion w ithin the innerm ost citadel of reserved 
rig hts of th e C om m onw ealth. 
“ T his am endm ent w ill do w hat even the Four­ 
teenth and F ifteen th A m endm ents did not do­ 
it w ill extend the F ederal pow er so as to reach 
the citizen in the ordinary business of life. A hand 
from W ashing ton w ill be stretched out and placed 
upon every m an’s business: the ey e of a Federal 
inspector w ill be in every m an’s counting house.

“ W hen the Federal g overnm ent g ets a stran ­ 
g le hold on the individual businessm an, state lines 
w ill exist now here but on the m aps. Its ag en ts 
w ill every w here supervise the com m ercial life of 
the states . . . I am not w illin g by any voluntary 
act to g ive up revenue w hich the S tate of V ir­ 
g inia herself needs, nor to surrender that m easure 
of state s’ rig hts. . . ." 
To this, one only needs to add a few sen ten ces 
of the D eclaration of Independence, w ritten by 
another and earlier V irg inian, T hom as J efferson: 
“ He has erected a m ultitude of N ew Offices, 
and sent hither sw arm s of Officers to harass our 
People,, and to eat out their su bstan ce.” 
It is surprising that the m eeting of G overnors 
each y ear does not forcibly dem and that the Con­ 
g ress call a convention of states to deal w ith this 
problem before it is too late. F or if w e reach the 
point of no return, state and m uniciple g overn­ 
m ents w ill not be able to tax at all and all our 
local in stitu tion s w ill be controlled by sw arm s of 
w astefu l and bossy office-holders, out of W ashing ­ 
ton, w ho w ill rule o ver us as thoug h th ey w ere 
our m asters, just as w e saw them in the horrible 
O .P.A . day s w hen w e w ere told w hat to do w ith 
thing s w e boug ht and paid for. 
W e shall cry out m ore and m ore loudly ag ainst 
this plag ue of double taxation as the recession 
continues, for w e m ust ask ourselves w here the 
m oney is to com e from .

Since 1950, more than a million refugees 
have fled from East Germany to West Ger­ 
many . According to May or Willi Brandt of 
West Berlin, about .'i00 a day are now es­ 
caping from the so-called people’s democ­ 
racy .

Disaffection has con­ 
tinued and is rife among students, intellec­ 
tuals and workers. It has seriously infected 
the East German Communist party . 
Khrushchev is striving to gain displo- 
matic recognition for the East German 
puppet state. Such recognition should not 
be granted. The majority of the East Ger­ 
man people themselves do not want recog­ 
nition. They want reunification without the 
Russians or the Russian-controlled East 
German Communist party . 
Americans should be wary about this 
matter. The chances are good that, here 
and there, voices now will crop up and let 
ters will appear in the press calling for 
recognition of the East German state on 
the grounds that it exists and thus should 
be recognized.

In Government 
State Comptroller A r t h u r 
Levitt today predicted that in 
the future county g overnment 
will be called upon to perform 
many of the services now ren­ 
dered by other units of local 
g overnment. 
Speaking at the Mid-winter 
Conference of the County Offi­ 
cers Association at the Hotel 
Statler in Buffalo, Levitt said 
that this will be accomplished 
throug h 
the 
realig nment 
and 
transfer of ex isting functions, 
and the assumption of new func­ 
tions by the county. He urg ed 
county officials to be ready and 
willing to assume the necessary 
leadership. 
Althoug h opposing the crea­ 
tion of new super or metropoli­ 
tan g overnmental structures to 
solve area-wide problems Lev­ 
itt warned that “ g overnmental 
services which our population 
requires must be provided either 
by the state or by the localities. 
There can be no twilig ht zone. 
The failure of ex isting g overn­ 
ments to adjust their operations 
to meet these needs can lead to 
citizen pressure for adjustment.” 
Levitt did 
not foresee any 
conflict 
between 
towns 
and 
counties over the assumption of 
certain functions by the county. 
The view was streng thened by 
results of a meeting held sev­ 
eral months ag o, of the Govern­ 
or’s Committee on Home Rule, 
in which town and county offi­ 
cials participated. It was g en­ 
erally ag reed at that time that 
town cooperation in such coun­ 
ty prog rams as water, sewer cr 
drainag e 
districts 
would 
be 
ag reeable to both levels of g ov­ 
ernment. 
Before the transfer of func­ 
tions, more economically or effi­ 
ciently performed at a county 
level, should be accomplished.
